The Universities Commission 


ANNUAL REPORT — FISCAL YEAR 1966-67 


(The Universities Act, 1966, Section 70, requires that the Universities Com- 
mission submit a report annually to the Minister of Education, to be tabled 
during the next session of the Legislature, covering each fiscal year, viz. 
April 1 to March 31 next following.) 


A. THE UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION 
1. Origin 


The Universities Commission was created, effective April 1, 1966, by 
The Universities Act, 1966. This Act superseded the former Act, The Uni- 
versity Act, which established and governed The University of Alberta. It 
provided for the continuation of The University of Alberta but created a new 
university, The University of Calgary, which took over the assets and oper- 
ations at Calgary and at Banff of the former single university. Prov:sion was 
also made for the creation and establishment of further universities by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. 

The establishment of a commission to act on behalf of the Government 
of Alberta in certain respects, and as an ini:ermediary between the univer- 
sities and the Government, was recommended by a Joint Committee of staff 
(Edmonton and Calgary) and the then Board of Governors, which was set 
up to make recommendations relative to a new universities act. It was also 
recommended in the report of the Board submitted separately. 


2. Composition and Staff 


The statute provided that the Commission should be comprised of nine 
members: 
(a) A full-time Chairman, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council, 
(b) The Deputy Minister of Education and the Deputy Provincial 
Treasurer”, 


(c) Six other persons, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. 


The initial members of the Commission were:

The Commission decided upon a staff of three professional persons, 
in addition to the Chairman, whose major areas of responsibility would be 
academic planning, financial and statistical analyses, and capital develop- 
ment. The initial appointees to these positions, though not all made within 
the first fiscal year were:

*These officers were ex-officio members of the former Board of Governors. 


3. Functions 


The powers and responsibilities of the Commission are set forth in 
The Universities Act, chiefly in Part 3 thereof, but also elsewhere in the 
Act, especially in so far as the acts of boards of governors are subject to 
Commission approval. 

In addition to the general function of being advisory to the Govern- 
ment and to the universities in respect of any matters relative to university 
education, and of being an intermediary between the universities and the 
Government, the followng are more specific powers or responsibilities:

to recommend to the Government a level of support for the current 
operations of the universities in each year; 

to apportion such support as is voted by the Legislature through the 
provisions of The University and College Assistance Act, among 
the several universities; 

to recommend to the Government sums for the capital needs of the 
universities and to participate with the Government in respect of 
decisions related thereto through membership on the Capital Devel- 
opment Committee which is established by the above mentioned Act; 
to act as the custodian of the fund arising from escheated estates 
as provided by The Ultimate Heir Act; 

to approve, or decline to approve, the ects of a board of governors 
in establishing academic salary scales, tuition fee scales, and 
academic staff pension plans; 

to borrow money by debenture or otherwise, subject to the approval 
of the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, for the purposes of the 
universities; 

to supervise and control the expansion of programs by a university 
in order to reduce or avoid unnecessary or undesirable duplication. 


4. Meetings 


During the year 1966-67, the Commission held nine meetings. 


5. Business Transacted 


Some of the major items of business dealt with during the period being 
reported upon were as follows:

Budgeting 

In consultation with the universities a set of uniform budget 
and budget analysis documents was developed to permit of more 
accurate inter-university comparisons. 
Escheated Estates 

Transfer of the fund from The University of Alberta was 
effected. An investment committee was set up. It was decided to 
invest up to 10% of the corpus in equity securities. The restrictions 
of The Trustee Act are observed. The financial transactions rela- 
tive to the fund are contained in the financial statement included 
herein. 
An academic salary scale for The University of Alberta, to become 
operative July 1, 1967, was approved as follows:

The Universities of Calgary and Lethbridge subsequently adopted 
the same scale and received approvals therefor. 


Additional Facilities—Edmonton Area 

Considerable attention was given to the question of additional 
facilities in the Edmonton area in view of the prospect of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta’s soon reaching a maximum enrolment figure. 
Questions which arose were as to whether: 

(i) the University of Alberta should expand onto its farm property 
establishing a proximate campus; 

(ii) the University of Alberta should establish and operate a satellite, 
semi-autonomous, institution some miles removed; 

(iii) a completely independent university offering initially arts, science 
and education, should be established; 

(iv) an institution as in (iii) should be established in co-operation 
with a group of churches. This has been referred to as an inter- 
denominational university. 

This matter was not fully resolved during the period reported 
upon and subsequently the Commission was informed by the Gov- 
ernment that the matter of a fourth university should be held in 
abeyance and The University of Alberta be permitted some further 
expansion. 


The University of Lethbridge 

The above was established by order-in-council effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1967, to take over and build upon the academic (university) 
section of the Lethbridge Junior College. It did not assume respon- 
sibility for academic staff until July 1, and commenced instruction 
in September. During the three months of the fiscal year being 
reported on the Commission was chiefly concerned with interim 
financing, budgeting and the early aspects of planning. 


Academic Pension Plan 

Since as of April 1, 1966, The University of Calgary had, tech- 
nically, no academic pension plan, the Commission acted as facilita- 
tor to arrange for the continuation of participation by The University 
of Calgary employees within the academic pension plan of The 
University of Alberta. 


Assets and Liabilities 

While the statute dealt in some measure with the transfer of 
assets from The University of Alberta to the newly formed University 
of Calgary, a considerable number of assets and liabilities had to 
be distributed or apportioned. This was done by the Commission 
following consultations and hearings. One of the most contentious 
items was the distribution of a current deficit which existed as of 
March 31, 1966, i.e. as to the portion of it to be assumed by each 
institution. 

Details of these settlements are matters of record in the Com- 
mission office. 


Level of Support 

The extent of governmental support of the operational budgets 
of the universities, collectively, is determined by the provisions of 
The University and College Assistance Act. Specifically it provides 
that the amount available in any fiscal year shall be the product 
of the number of full-time students enrolled in the universities 
as of the December 1 that falls within that year and the sum per 
student stipulated in the Schedule of the Act. 


(i) 


Early in January 1967 the Commission recommended a level 
of support and in due course the Legislature amended the Schedule 
to provide for a figure of $2,315 per full-time student. 

It might be recorded that the new figure which replaced the 
former figure of $1,600 not only had to take cognizance of increas- 
ing costs but also had to overtake the discontinuance of direct 
federal government support of universities which was part of new 
fiscal arrangements under which that government made certain con- 
tributions to the provincial rather than to the university treasuries. 


Apportionment 

A major task facing the Commission early in 1967 was the 
development of a policy, procedure, or formula, relative to the 
apportionment of current funds among the universities. As indicated 
in (h), above, the sum of money to be distributed in any fiscal year 
is determined by the provisions of The University and College 
Assistance Act. While determined on the basis of a sum per student, 
undifferentiated as to faculty or year of course, the fact is that the 
cost of servicing students varies greatly and the sum received in 
respect of one sort of student, for which it is more than adequate, 
must subsidize others who impose upon a university a much heavier 
financial burden. 

In other words the pool of money prcduced by the provisions 
of the above mentioned Act is for the support of university edu- 
cation as a whole in the province, and not pre-allocated in any 
manner to individual universities. 

Following exploration of this matter as pursued in other juris- 
dictions, and following consultations with the two major universities, 
the Commission adopted, in respect of The University of Alberta 
and The University of Calgary, a modified form of what has come 
to be referred to as the Ontario formula. 

The University of Lethbridge was so new, and the details of its 
prospective operations so uncertain, that special interim arrange- 
ments were made in respect thereto. 

The so-called Ontario formula provides for an ‘enrolment 
unit’’” which encompasses all students who are classified as requir- 
ing minimum support. All other students are then categorized in 
such a manner that each entitles the university in which he is 
enrolled to some multiple of the enrolment unit basic sum. This 
sum is determined by dividing the aggregate of enrolment units 
into the total pool of money to be distributed. Each university then 
receives a sum computed by multiplying its own aggregate enrol- 
ment units by the sum per unit. 

Appendix | shows the formula as adopted for applicability in 
1967-68. 

During the discussions of the formula and its application the 
Commission became persuaded that some expenditures exist which 
require special treatment. To these was ultimately attached the 
term ‘‘first call’’. These comprised the following: 

(i) The cost of a basic administrative establishment; 
(ii) Certain activities, especially the departments of extension, which 
bear no relationship to student enrolment. 


(iii) New programs in process of establishment which have gearing-up 


expenses but have as yet no, or few, students to earn money 
from the pool. 

It is clear that when this domain is entered some arbitrary 

decisions have to be made as to eligiblity and as to amounts of 


money involved. 


The net effect of this aspect of the total distribution procedure 

was to give to The University of Calgary a slightly higher level of 
support per enrolment unit than that received by The University of 
Alberta. 
Early in 1967 the Government of Alberta advised the Commission 
that it was its intention to make available to the three universities 
over the ensuing five year period the sum of $175,000,000 for all 
capital purposes. It placed upon the Commission the responsibility 
of apportioning it among the universities. Only quite preliminary 
steps had been taken in this regard during the perod being reported 
upon. 

(h) The Universities Act was amended at the 1967 session of the 
Legislature to provide that the Universities Commission could bor- 
row money, subject to the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council, with a provincial guarantee, for the purposes of the uni- 
versities. This was in anticipation of the need to borrow funds for 
capital purposes. No money was borrowed during the year being 


reported upon but substantial borrowing was in propspect for 
1967-68. 


6. Commission Finances 


The Balance Sheet, Statement of Revenue and Expenditure, and the 
Report of the Provincial Auditor are shown as Appendix II. 

Assets of the Commission as at March 3lst, 1967 amounted to 
$1,230,700.66 of which $8,441.42 was on General Account and $1,222,- 
259.24 was on Trust Account in connection with the Commission’s respon- 
sibility for the handling of Escheated Estates. On the revenue and expenditure 
side, the Commission received an operating grant from the Provincial 
Government, in the amount of $65,000.00, while it spent $56,558.58 in its 
operations, ending the fiscal year with an operating surplus of $8,441.42. 


B. THE UNIVERSITY YEAR IN REVIEW 


There follows a consideration, textually and by way of tables, of the 
operations of the universities: University of Alberta, University of Calgary, 
and University of Lethbridge. With respect to the the last it should be 
kept in mind that it came into existence only on January 1, 1967 and was 
not operational until during the next fiscal year. 

As might be expected, the university year of 1966-67 saw many new 
records established by the Alberta universities. Enrolments reached new 
peaks: more money was spent than ever before, both operating and capital; 
faculty and staff numbers rose dramatically; the number of degrees granted 
reached its highest level ever. The tables following give a detailed picture 
of the growth in various aspects of university operations. A few of the more 
important features of 1966-67 have been singled out and are discussed below.

Enrolment 

Full-time enrolment at the Universities of Alberta and Calgary rose 
from a 1965-66 total of 13,542 students to 15,597 in 1966-67—an increase 
of 2,055 students, or 15.2%. Enrolment at The University of Alberta rose 
from 10,274 to 11,489, an increase of 1,215 (11.8%) while enrolment at 
The University of Calgary rose from 3,268 to 4,108, an increase of 840 
(25.7%). The composition of the student body also underwent a rather 
significant change: (1) Graduate enrolment increased from 1,337 to 1,704, 
or from 9.9% of enrolment to 10.9%; (2) First year undergraduate enrol- 
ment rose from 3,479 students to 4.660, and they represented a higher 
percentage of the student body, 29.9% in 1966-67 as compared to 25.7% 
in 1965-66; (3) The proportion of women students continued its steady 
increase over the years; they represented 36.2% of total in 1966-67 vs. 


35.4% in 1965-66; and (4) The student body continued to be a more 
national—and international—group as opposed to earlier years when almost 
all of the students were residents of Alberta; in 1966-67, 5.8% of the 
students were residents of other parts of Canada and 4.9% came from 
other countries as compared to 5./% and 3.6%, respectively, in 1965-66. 

The main reason for the upsurge in university-level enrolment is NOT 
just that there are more young people of ‘university age’’ living in Alberta 
than there has been in the past. The fact is that an increasingly larger per- 
centage of these people are attending universities and junior colleges in the 
Province; that is, the “participation rate” is increasing. The summary table 
below will outline this:

As indicated above, the ‘‘participation rate’’ has shown a remarkable 
increase over the past few years. By way of comparison, the rate for the 
rest of Canada was about the same as that for Alberta whereas in the United 
States the rate is close to 20%. The latter percentage, however, probably 
includes some junior college enrolees who in Canada are in other sorts of 
institutions. 

While full-time enrolments have shown a remarkable increase, part- 
time enrolments have exhibited an equally remarkable rise, going from 
8,507 students in 1965-66 to 9,569 in 1966-67, an increase of 1,062 or 
12.5%. It is expected that growth in part-time enrolments will continue to 
parallel that in the full-time category. 


Degrees and Diplomas 


The number of degrees awarded by the universities in Alberta went 
from 2,899 in 1965-66 to 3,454 in 1966-67, an increase of 555 degrees, 
or 19.1%; at the same time, the number of diplomas awarded rose from 
279 to 395, an increase of 116, or 41.6%. It is especially interesting to note 
that the number of graduate degrees increased from 382 to 432; included 
in these numbers are 76 Ph.D.’s in 1965-66 and 80 Ph.D.’s in 1966-67. 


Faculty and Staff 

One area in which it is most difficult to produce exact statistical in- 
formation about university operations is that of the number of faculty and 
staff. There are several reasons for such difficulty including the lack of 
precise definitions, the lack of adequate systems for the recording of per- 
sonnel information, and the large role played in the instructional process 
by part-time instructors. If there is difficulty in determining accurately 
the number of faculty, then there is difficulty in determining accurately 
the Student/Faculty ratio, an often used index in university circles. The 
exercise is made even more difficult by the existence of so many part-time 
instructors; that is, it is difficult to give a full-time equivalence to the part- 
time faculty. 

Notwithstanding the above, it is considered that the definitions and 
systems employed provide sufficiently accurate data to be of at least some 
use in a faculty and staff analysis; in that the same definitions and systems 
were used in both 1965-66 and 1966-67, the yearly comparison would, at 
least, be of interest and use. The number of full-time faculty on campus 
—the two university totalsk—was 1,177 in 1966-67 as compared to 986 
in 1965-66, an increase of 191, or 19.4%. In addition to these, there were

1,687 part-time faculty (1965-66 = 1,442), 47 post-doctoral fellows (1965- 
66 = 8), and 70 full-time faculty who were on leave of absence (1965- 
66 = 49). There were also some 2,658 full-time staff members employed 
in 1966-67 who were not on the ‘‘professorial’’ staff, e.g. librarians, admin- 
istrators, technicians, clerks, stenographers, etc.—as compared with 2,126 
in 1965-66; this was an increase ot 532 or 25%. To round out the faculty 
and staff picture, in 1966-67 there were some 1,076 part-time employees 
in the non-professorial category, as compared with 773 in 1965-66. 


With respect to the aforementioned faculty/student ratio, it is possible 
to determine a number of different ratios if various assumptions are used: 
(1) Using ‘full-time students’ on the one hand and ‘‘full-time faculty 
on campus” on the other, the student-faculty ratio at Alberta uni- 
versities in 1966-67 was 13.3:1, while in 1965-66 it was 13.7:1 

(2) Using ‘full-time students’’ on the one hand and ‘‘full-time equiva- 

lent faculty’ on the other, the student-faculty ratio in 1966-67 
was about 9.2:1, while in 1965-66 it was about 9.5:1. ‘’Full-time 
equivalent faculty’’, is determined by adding to the number of 
full-time faculty on campus the full-time equivalence of the part- 
time faculty; the latter works out to about 1 full-time equivalent 
for every 3 part-time instructors—although the ratio is about 1 
for every 5 in medicine. 

(3) Using ‘’full-time equivalent students’’ on the one hand and ‘‘full- 

time equivalent faculty’’ on the other, the student-faculty ratio 
in 1966-67 was about 9.4:1, while in 1965-66 it was about 9.7:1. 
“Full-time equivalent students’’ are determined by adding to full- 
time students the full-time equivalence of part-time day students; 
the latter works out to about 1 full-time equivalent for every 3 part- 
time day students. 

It should be pointed out that in all of the above all of the faculty and 
staff indicated are on the universities’ own payrolls. In addition, there are 
a number of personnel at both universities who are working on research 
grants and who are not on the universities’ payrolls; in almost all cases, 
however, they are outside of the instructional process and would not influ- 
ence the student-faculty ratios. 


Finance—Operating 


In fiscal 1966-67, the universities spent some $37,844,000 on oper- 
ations; this amount is exclusive of all contra accounts and is ‘‘net’’ in that 
only the net costs, or subsidies, of ancillary departments (cafeteriias, book 
stores, etc.) and of public service departments (extension) are included. 
This amount is in contrast to the $28,309,000 spent in 1965-66; that is, 
the 1966-67 expenditures were $9,535,000, or 33.7% higher than those 
in 1965-66. In terms of the cost per full-time student, 1966-67 costs were 
$2,426 as compared to 1965-66 costs of $2,090, an increase of $336 per 
student, or 16.1%. As far as the individual universities are concerned, 
1966-67 costs per student were almost the same with Alberta having costs 
of $2,444 per student and Calgary having costs of $2,372 per student. A 
detailed examination of costs may be found in Table 2, following. It is 
interesting to note that, since 1962-63, full-tinme enrolment has increased 
by about 1.7 times while costs have increased by over 2.5 times; this, of 
course, is reflected in the increase in the costs per student—$1,649 in 
1962-63, $2,426 in 1966-67. 

Operating revenues increased more than enough to meet the record 
costs of 1966-67 and the result was an operating surplus for the year of some 
$972,000. Whereas actual net costs were very close to estimate ($37,- 
844,000 vs. $37,968,000), actual revenues exceeded estimate by a signifi- 
cant amount ($38,817,000 vs. $37,968,000). The table below shows a 


breakdown of the actual 1966-67 revenues and compares these with 1966-67 
estimates and with 1965-66 actuals.

As one can see above, the major reason for the difference between 
actual 1966-67 revenues and estimated 1966-67 revenues is that the regular 
Provincial Government grant was higher than anticipated—by $625,000— 
because of higher enrolment than expected. The actual grant is determined 
by multiplying the actual full-time enrolment by the statutory grant per 
student for the particular year—as set out in The University and College 
Assistance Act (1966-67 = $1,600). In 1966-67 actual enrolment exceeded 
estimated enrolment by 391 students, 15,597 vs. 15,206, and therefore 
the actual grant exceeded the estimate by about $625,000. The 1966-67 
total Provincial grant represented about 65% of revenues. 


The second largest source of revenue to the universities in 1966-67 
—after the Provincial Government—was the Federal Government. For 
several years the Federal Government grant had been based on $2.00 per 
capita which amounted to about $203 per student in 1965-66. (As enrolment 
increased over the years at a much faster rate than population, the per 
student federal grant decreased over these years, e.g. in 1962-63 it was $293.) 
For fiscal 1966-67, the Federal grant basis was changed to the effect that 
the average grant to the provinces was $5.00 per capita, with the actual 
level of grant being affected by the proportion of out-of-province students 
enrolled in universities in each province. The 1966-67 grant to Alberta 
universities turned out to be about $4.80 per capita which, in per student 
terms, was about $434, over double the grant in 1965-66, and which repre- 
sented 17.4% of total revenues, as compared to 10.1% in 1965-66. 

The third major source of university revenues in 1966-67 was tuition 
fees with $6,394,000 being contributed; tuition revenue amounted to 16.5% 
of total as compared to 20.6% in 1965-66. The reduction in the percentage 
contribution of tuition revenues was a function of an increase in the cost 
per student without a corresponding increase in the tuition fees per student. 
The general level of tuition fees had not been increased since 1963-64, in 
which year tuition revenues represented about 22.5% of total revenues. 


Finance—Capital 

University capital spending in 1966-67, exclusive of expenditures on 
library books, amounted to $36,653,000, $35,080,000 of which was via 
Provincial Government capital grants. These amounts easily exceeded the 
next highest spending year, 1965-66, when total spending, exclusive of 
library books, was $19,635,000 and the Provincial Government capital grant 
was $18,078,000. Of the $36,653,000 spent in 1966-67, $29,431,000 was 
for land, buildings and plant, $7,182,000 was for furnishings and equipment, 
and $40,000 was for the Provincial Laboratory of Public Health. In addition 
to these amounts, some $1,589,000 was spent on library books and capital- 
ized; only $190,000 of this amount was provided by a direct Provincial 
Government capital grant with the majority of the balance coming from 


the universities’ operating revenues. The expenditures by university were: 
Alberta — $21,752,000 (including $870,000 on library books); Calgary — 
$16,445,000 (including $719,000 on library books); Lethbridge—$5,000 
and the Provincial Laboratory—$40,000. 

The 1966-67 expenditures brought the book value of all fixed assets 
at the universities to $155,560,000 as at March 31, 1967. 

Furnishings and equipment and library books are a significant pro- 
portion of total capital expenditures (about 23% in 1966-67) but capital is 
usually associated with buildings and the space represented by these build- 
ings. In fiscal 1966-67 the Alberta universities had about 2,199,000 square 
feet of net assignable non-residential space at their disposal as compared 
with 1,956,000 square feet in 1965-66. In terms of square feet per student, 
the corresponding figures were 141 square feet for 1966-67 and 144 square 
feet for 1965-66; that is, they had 3 square feet per student less in 1966-67. 
As far as gross non-residential space was concerned, the 1966-67 figures 
were 3,869,000 square feet, total, and 248 square feet per student, and 
the 1965-66 figures were 3,612,000 square feet, total, and 267 square 
feet per student. 


Miscellaneous 


Several other areas of university operations in 1966-67 are of interest: 


(1) The amounts received by way of research grants (‘‘assisted research’’) 
continued to show a marked increase, with $5,839,000 being received, as 
compared with $3,992,000 in 1965-66. By far the most important contribu- 
tors were departments and agencies of the Federal Government; they con- 
tributed $3,889,000 in 1966-67 as compared with $2,668,000 in 1965-66. 
These funds are outside the universities’ regular operating budgets. 


(2) The universities continued to contribute a fairly substantial portion 
of their operating revenues toward financial aid to students, both in the 
form of direct grants and of payments for services performed. In the former 
category, some $698,000 was provided (1965-66 = $501,000) while in the 
latter, about $2,473,000 was paid out (1965-66 = $1,978,000). ’’Services 
performed’ were primarily by Graduate Teaching Assistants, Graduate Re- 
search Assistants, and Graduate Service Assistants. 


(3) The number of courses offered by the universities continued to 
show steady increases. The table below gives a short summary of this:

(4) The number of volumes in the universities’ library holdings showed 
a marked increase, 1966-67 vs. 1965-66, rising from about 627,000 volumes 
to 778,000 volumes. In terms of volumes per full-time student the increase 
was from about 46 volumes to about 50. It should be pointed out that the 
Alberta index, volumes per student, is still substantially below the level 
of many other major universities such as the University of Toronto.
